HARRISBURG (AP)-The State 
mGame Commission will ask the 
1963 legislature to boost resident 
and non-resident hunting license 
fees in an effort to bolster sag­ 
ging revenues. 
M. J. Golden, executive direc­ 
tor of the commission, said Thurs­ 
day the current plan calls for a 
$2 IO increase in resident fees, to 
$5.25, and a 5.25 raise in nonres­ 
ident fees, to $25.25. 
The boost should produce about 
$1 5 million in additional revenue 
to finance commission programs, 
Golden estimated. 


N E E D M O N E Y 


However, the $1.10 antlerless 
deer hunting fee and the $2 arch­ 
ery fee will not be affected. 
The proposed increase was the 
highlight of the commission's an­ 
nual January meeting Thursday. 
lf approved, it would be the 
first increase in hunting license 
fees in Pennsylvania since 1949. 
"The extra m o n e y is sorely 
needed if the commission is to 
maintain its programs and meet 
growing pressure for services,” 
Golden declared after the meet­ 
ing. 
He also noted that Pennsylva­ 
nia’s present license scale is the 
lowest of all but two states east 
of the Mississippi—Delaware and 
Indiana. 
"And they don’t have much 
hunting," he added. 
Golden also n o t e d that the 
state’s public-owned hunting lands 
represent the largest statewide 
system of hunting areas in the na­ 
tion.

NONRESIDENT 
HUNTING FEES 


HARRISBURG (AP)-The State 


mGame Commission will ask the 
1963 legislature to boost resident 
and non-resident hunting license 
fees in an effort to bolster sag- 
ging revenues. 


M. J. Golden. executive direc- 


tor of the commission, said Thurs- 
day the current plan calls for a 
$2.10 increase in resident fees, to 
$5.23, and a 5.25 raise in nonres- 
ident fees, to $25.25. 


The boost should produce about 


$1.5 million in additional revenue 
to finance commission programs, 
Golden estimated. 
NEED MONEY 


However, the $1.10 antlerless 


deer hunting fee and the $2 arch- 
ery fee will not be affected. 


The proposed increase was the 


highlight of the commission's an- 
nual January meeting Thursday. 


If approved, it would be the 


first increase in hunting license 
fees in Pennsylvania since 1949. 


"The extra money is sorely 


needed if the commission is to 
maintain its programs and meet 
growing pressure for services," 
Golden declared after the meet- 
ing. 


He also noted that Pennsylva- 


nia's present license scale is the 
lowest of all but two states east 
of the Mississippi—Delaware and 
Indiana. 


"And they don't have much 


Hinting," he added. 


Golden also noted that the 


state's public-owned hunting lands 
represent the largest statewide 
system of hunting areas in the na- 
tion. 
SET DATES 


Asked if he anticipated any se- 


rious opposition to the proposal. 
Golden replied: 


"There is always resistance to 


any increase in fees, but I am 
happy to note that the organized 
sportsmen's clubs of the state 
lave endorsed an identical plan. 
They are conscious of the growing 
need for additional revenue, just 
as we are."

provement of procedures by the 
Littlestown Joint School District 
and its member districts on the 
basis of an examination of school 
records for the school year which 
ended July 5. 1959. are included 
hi a report from the office of the 
state auditor general. 


The audit, conducted by Audi- 


tor General Thomas Z. Minehart.

in the report on Mt. Joy Twp. 
are similar to those made in 
many other school districts am 
school officials said that many o 
the practices complained of hav 
been corrected some time ago 
There have been changes in board 
personnel since the period cov 
ered by the report, it was noted

Tiie report on the audit of the 


joint board account showed that 
transfer of funds from one ac- 
count to another 
where over- 


spending occurred was not done 
in accordance with state school 
law. 
It is also recommended that 


the school depository was not re- 
quired to furnish collateral to 
cover deposits of school money 
and school board minutes did not 
show that public notice was given 
on the proposed budget. 


The report on Mt. Joy Twp. 


showed that checks bore no no- 
tation for the class of expendi- 
tures for which they were drawn; 
the depository was not required 
to furnish bond occollateral on 
school accounts, and did not fur- 
nish monthly reports; receipt of 


carding each check separately in 
the cash expenditure book. 


Flaws detected in the check on
